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STRICTLY CLEAR WHITE PINE WINDOWS 


HE lumber from which our windows and sash are made is strictly clear Western 
white pine, thoroughly seasoned and perfectly manufactured. We substitute no 
other woods. It is a recognized fact that there is no other kind of wood equal to white 
pine for the manufacture of sash and windows. It works easy in the frame, does not 
swell or shrink, and never warps. All of our windows and sash are made of clear stock, 
primed with linseed oil, and, therefore, are suitable for oil finish, or, if desired, can 
be painted to match any trim, 
Our windows are all glazed with the best A quality American glass, and are guar- 
anteed to give satisfaction. 
The term “window,” as used in this catalog, means two- 
The difference between a check-rail window and a plain-rail window is shown by the 
sectional cuts on this page. The difference lies in the “meeting rails,” or where the 
top and bottom sash meet. As will be readily seen, the check rail forms a tighter and 
more nearly weatherproof connection than the plain rail, although the latter is used 
very extensively in some sections and will give good satisfaction. Check-rail windows 
are hung and balanced by sash cords and sash weights, which permit them to be raised 
or lowered to any desired position without additional support. Plain-rail windows are 
ordinarily used with spring bolts, and when raised or lowered the bolt slides into small 
holes bored at intervals in the jamb of the frame, thus automatically locking and 
holding them in position. 
In ordering windows, give width first, then height, and then thickness. When size is 
given in inches it designates glass size. 
Our stock sizes of windows are all made four inches wider and inches higher 
than glass 24” 2 lights, would be 2’ 4” x 4’ 6” 
outside measurement.

The “Bennett Plan” enables us to offer doors to you that combine quality, 
durability, style, and beauty, at a price which is even lower than that of the 
ordinary door. 

Our front doors are, without doubt, the most attractive, as well as the most 
serviceable, of any doors on the market to-day. They are of our own designs, 
and in making up this catalog our aim has been to show you a choice assortment 
of the most popular styles—doors that pos character, distinctiveness and 
beauty. The oak and birch doors are veneered with the highest quality rotary- 
cut stock, over a soft-wood core, interlocked and glued, making a door that is 
strictly warp proof. Veneered doors, when properly made, are much more durable 
than a solid door, as they will neither shrink, check nor warp. ‘To obtain the 
best results, they should never be hung where they will be directly exposed to 
the weather. Veneered front doors should be protected by a porch. 

Wish to call your attention especially to the beautiful two-panel California fir 
door shown on page 14. This door is made of solid vertical-grain fir stiles and 
rails and built-up fir panels, which makes a door that is hard to beat, both in 
appearance and durability. The panels are built up three-ply, with the grain of 
the core or center ply running at right angles with the two outside or face veneers. 
This construction makes a panel that will not warp, check, or shrink; the face 
veneers are rotary cut, which enables us to produce a very beautiful grain effeet 
in the panels, which cannot be obtained in any other way. They can be finished 
to match either light or dark oak, mahogany or yellow pine. 

The cuts of the doors, as shown on the following pages, are the highest pro- 
duction of the printers’ art, but with all their skill they fail to portray the artistic 
beauty of the doors themselves, which must be seen to be appreciated; and when 
they are finished in any of the different methods now in vogue their beauty is 
unsurpassed. 


CARE OF HARDWOOD DOORS 


As soon as you have received the doors, and have removed the crating and 
packing, have them filled with one coat of good filler—two coats are better, but 
one coat well applied will do. Never place a door of any kind nor any other interior 
finish in a freshly plastered building. Be sure that the plaster is thoroughly dry, 
and where possible it is best to dry out the building with artificial heat. When a 


door has been fitted and hung, paint the top and bottom edges of the door with 
pure lead and oil. If these suggestions are carried out you will get the best and 
most satisfactory results.
